The telescope shows the general sur- 


face of tho sun ns formed of multitu- 
dinous small round objects, intensely 
bright, 
on 
a 
background 
which, 


thoun-h really bright, appears by con- 
trast dark. These objects are only 
small in the sense that, they look small 
•us seen even with tho most powerful 
telescopes. 
In reality, they average 


two or three hundred miles in length 
ami 
breadth. Regarding 
those

nearly circular form as in reality spher- 
ical, the surface of ono of thes clouds, 
(if so we arc to regard them,) two hun- 
dilil miles in diameter, would bo about

titanium, sodium, magnesium, 


•nid many other terrestrial elcmcnt-i, 
chielly metallic. In other words, in the 
atmosphere of tho sun the met.als have 
tho samo position which the vapors of 
water havo in our own nir; HO intense is 
the heat of the sun that iron, copper, 
•/inc, etc., (doubtless, m reality, all the 
mctnl~ thouo-li not all in sufficient quan- 
tity to indfcato their presence.) are 
turned to tlio form of vapor.

phere of the HIHI aro clouds in which 
drops of metal pl»y 'ho samo part 
which drops of water play in our own 
clouds.

Buford, the famous Kentucky horseman, 
committed suicide to-day at Danville, 
Ind., by snooting hJmsett through the 
heart, Cause, general despondency, oc- 
casioned by loss of mcmev and friends. 
General Buford excited public attention 
about two years dgo by jolulng the Chris- 
tian Church at Louisville, and publicly 
proclaiming his retirement from tho turf. 
Ono year later ho again appeared on 
tho course, 
tor 
which bo was •ar- 


raigned by the press, but urgtred' the 
possibility of being a Chrtsttnn and e 
horseman at tho eamo time. Ho was 
onco the owner and trainer of some of 
tue rncst noted horses la this country. 


IN WAR AND OX 'inn 1U1W. 


Abe fluford wis one of the best cavalry 


officers of tho war. At Its close be tooft, 
aa was natural to a Kentucklao, entirely 
to the turf, on which ho conferred honors 
by his uprightness. 


Ills colossal form made him a standing 


mrtrkon every track, and his eklll In 
breeding, selecting and racing made 
him about the best known turfite In tho 
West. The news of his conversion to tho 
church required strong conUrmflnon be- 
fore being credited and was doubted by 
Sils co-rcllgtonlsts from tho moment ho 
gavo his celebrated lecture to the church- 
feoers «it Louisville on "The horse as u 
factor In religion." Ho eald then that 
not only had his earthly body been saved 
drom hostile bullcta by fleshly horses, but 
that ho believed his soul would not attain 
•perfect bliss uutil drawn to tho Ivory 
gates by tho shades of linqulier Mc- 
Whlrter. He eoon after joined tho staff 
of tho Spirit of the Turf, 
in Chicago, 


leaving it to start o sporting paper In 
Louisville, which, however, bus not yet 
seen the light. 


TOM BUl'OKD. 


Somo months ago his brother, Colouol 


Tom 13u$ord, escaped from tho Anchor- 
ago (Ky.) Jnsano Asylum, where ho had 
been placed after his acquittal of the 
murder of Judge Kliott. When ho es- 
caped bo was scarcely past tho prime ol 
llfo with robust constitution aud power- 
ful physlqno well preserved. 
Ho re- 


turned broken In body aud bplrlt, with- 
out money, hope or^rlends, and almost 
destitute of clothing.

One of the natural out-oroppinjjs of the 


recent flop on the license question in the 
oity council, waa a sensational encounter 
on the street at the Linn A Scruggs cor- 
ner early this morning. The participants 
were Aid. James 0. Lake and Mr. A..Vf. 
Oonklin, both well-known citizens, the 
former now on record for license and the 
latler an out-spoken prohibitionist. How- 
ever, the real cause ot the altercation 
ueems to be a purely personal matter. 
Mr. Oonklin was passing south on the 
street when Mr. Lake called him to otop; 
thut he wanted to talk to him. Mr. Conk- 
lia wasn't inclined to tarry, whereupon 
Mr. Lake insisted that he should stop. A 
tow words passed between the two men, 
when Lake struck out from the shonlderj 
giving Mr. Oonklin thiee blows about the 
head, one of which caused the blood to 
(low from the loft ear. Lake then passed 
on to the crossing opposite Liddle'e, and 
entered the REI-OBLIOAN office,. Conklin 
white with rage following at n distance of 
perhaps SO feet. Mr. 0. picked up a 
heavy rock he found in the street and 
carried it some distance, but after he had 
reached the middle of the crossing he 
turned about, dropped the rook, and re- 
turned to the court house side ot the 
etreat. 
A great crowd collected, and 


many versions of the cause of the affray 
wore discussed. Officer Hartley arrested 
both Luke and Conklin for disorderly 
conduct, and cited them to appear at 10 
o'clock for trial. 


Mr Lake gives this explanation of the 


row:

Foster was building the bon- 
fire I was told that Mrs. Conklin asked, 
•Is that for LukeV To which Foster re- 
plied: 'Yes, it's for the Republican ticket. 
When Mrs. 0. stated: 'Well, I notice Mrs. 
Luke cuu ride in a $1,000 carriage now. 
I asked Conklin if hie wife said that, and 
he denied it. Wo were both considerably 
excited, and I struck him. Thais all 
there 18 to it."

Mr. Conklin stoles that his wife didu t 


make the remark oa above quoted. He 
states that she-said "if Mrs. Luke knew 
the fooling about the license matter she 
wouldn't be riding about the oity to-day 
(Saturday) in a nickel plated carnage.

8ho declined making any statement, but 
said she would when the proper time 
oamo.

Mr Oonklin ami his witnesses were also 
present, Mr. O. insisting that the court 
hear the evidence; but the Justice stated 
that there was too much excitement, end 
he assessed the fine as stated. It was 
paid immediately. The ease against Mr. 
Oonkliu was dismissed, Mr. Lake declar- 
ing that he would not appear to prosecute 
the gentleman.

Tho eclipses of tho sun, especially 


those of longest duration, aro of tho 
greatest value, ond furnish opportuni 
tics for investigation of tho physical sur- 
roundings of tho sun that aro highly ap- 
preciated 
For ono last year, it will be 


recalled, tho Government made an ap- 
propriation to pay in part tho expenses 
of an expedition to the South Pacific. 
It is often remarked, ond with reason 
too, In tbo caao of solar eclipses, that 
tli«y como usually In somo outof-tbc- 
w nv or very inaccessible quarter of the 
gl<ibc.

I regard a 
national debt a> a national curse, and the poo. 
>leare anjlous to hsve the debt wiped out,or 
it least do not favor legislation, wboso object 
s to perpetuate for no other reason than to 
retain abasia for national bank currency. The 
jenple want a souna currency, and will be Bat- 
need with nothing ibort of It. They are not 
yet convinced that It Is necessary that the 
country should be In debt In order that Its 
promisee to pay tnay be at par, taught by per- 
sonal experience often bitter, that private 
debts fire a curse and something to bo got rid 
of, the people hivo not yot or ever will see 
that a debt IB something to be retained or de- 
elred, the National bank nystem mayjhavo 
been necessary at tho time It was adopted 
we wero In debt beyond our Immediate ability 
to pay without unnecessary hardships, and It 
was and la a question whether tho bouds of tho 
government might not as well have been held 
by banking corporations and used by them as 
a basis for a sound currency as to be In tho 
bonds of private individuals. But whether tho 
National banking system was ever right or 
not, 
has nothing to do wlih the present en- 


quiry. It Is an Incident of tho enormous debt 
contracted during tho war. It Is a leitocy left 
by tho rebellion. Or more properly speaking, 
It was ono of the makeshift* of a debtor who 
wished to tide o\ er his affairs until able to pay 
his dobti. The debt was not created In order 
to establish a currency. The hank note was 
made on account of the debt. But there sooms 
to bo no sense In paying Interest year after 
year on bonds when wo have tho money lying 
In the treasury which we cannot use and lean 
expense to guard, with which we could pay off 
a portion of them. A currency safe, sufficient 
for the wants of the country, can be establish- 
ed by this nation without having either to go 
In debt or remain In debt In order to mako It 
safe and sufficient 
The National barking 


system, tho national debt and all the other 
evils brought upon us by the cffecti of a dem. 
ooratlo rebellion must pass away, an tbo 
wounds received In tho conUlct heal u)3 and 
the nation resumes tho march toward that 
financial prosperity which the war interrupted 
I think the national debt and the national 
banks ought to go.
